Tbe Decline ia Legal Tcndcrsi 



No explanation is offered in onr 
despatiohos ad to tbe oausss that Imvu 
conspired to create the late Buddon 
and alarming fall in tho price of 

TJnitoLl Statop legal tender notes. A 
few daya ngo groonbacka were quoted 
at 74@75 cents. Yesterday the quo- 
tation was 69j^, with no transactions. 
In time of war, the value of gold was 
regulated by tho Buccosa or non- 
Buccosa of llio Union arms. If a 
Bovoro chock wna oxporionocd by 
Gotioral Grant; or if ii rumor vras cir- 
culated that Sliorinan, in hin «' march 
to tho aea," had boon annihilated ; or 
that McCiollan or Popo bud boon 
driven into tho ontronchinonts of 
Wasbington, gold rose and grconbucks 
dcclinod. Eat wlieii news c;imo that 
Grant hud defoated Loo, that Sbor- 
man hsid made his tippeuranco wi'h 
his V ctoriourt iio^ts on Uio A',laiilio 
saaboards, or that Joo llcokcr had 
fought and won a " halllo above the 
olouda," gold loll and greenbacks ad- 
vanced So comiilutolj' nt ono tinio 
was tbe oxislonce of Confederacy eup- 
pbsod to depend upon the prolongation 
of Stonewall Jaekson's life, that when 
tho ne^s cnme ot his death gold in 
Kev7 York declined ten per cent., and 
when Mr Lincoln was killed greens 
backs tnrnod and descondod tbe finan« 
oial ladder. In times of fierce oxciic- 
ment, when to tbe arbitrament ol 
arms has boon confided tho safety ol 
a nation, wonderful changes in tho 
value of its securitiea arc not to bo 
wondered at. But in a timo liko tho 
present, ■\vb.cn tbe diritui Ijin^^ olo-< 
mouts of war aro i\* rest, and the coun- 
try is left to tlio oiijoyinent of com- 
parative quint, and tvhon wo uro daily 
told that the national debt i.s boing rt- 
duood at the rate ot S 100,UU0,Ut () per 
annum, so great a fall in llio value of 
the national securitiea is a faut worthy 
of serious uttontion. For some tinio 
back wo huvo rocoived ruinord that 
Mr Soward was about to retire from 
the. Cabinet; but those rumors were 
very indefinite and arc more than 
likely to havo no foundation in fact. 
The recent removal of tho military 
oommandors in the South cannot, 
surely, have brought about the charge. 
Perhaps tbe retirement of tho Secre- 
tary of War and tho appointment of 
General Crr.mt to fill the vacancy 
may linvo exortct] an unfavorable in- 
fluence, but clnngort liavo occurred in 
tho Cabinet lioloro ividiout tho cnr- 
roncy of tho coiintry ln-iiirr (iopreciatod 
thore!)y. Tho price of gold in tho 
m'^rkct i-i rn iKicniu;; baroinot'M' of 
the political titalo oi ti oountiy, and 
the moro wo t>ondor over llio ahirni- 
icg decline in b'giil tomierrt, tho inoro 
wo arc convinced that it is attribu- 
table to a 'Vant of coiiliilenco on tho 
part of c!)pitiili-ts as lo tho Htubilily 
of the pi'csont Govornmont.

ncra of tbe earth, and tbo intelligent 
portion of the Pariaian populalien 
who aro somowhat bettor versed in 
tho English language and liteialuro 
iban tho critics who inalruct Ihein, 
will onauro him a doligbtlul audienoo 
for tho brief period that ho can ho 
spared from bis English and American 
ongagcmonts. It was on easy con~ 
quest for this conauinmato artiste lo 
convulse his country men wUh laugh- 
ter, bul it was no wligbt triumph lor 
him to havo produced the aamo cOect 
on hia French admirer'^, whonc droll 
incoboroncy must have boon increased 
by the stutter, which is an indisponaa- 
hlo allributo of the very soft cla.'is. 

Train' oy ("ai'.s <\s Virk. — From the 
Buffalo Kvprcss lA .July .')Oth, we take the 
following uceount of tho burning of a 
train of cars laden with oil ou the Lake 
Shore Railroad : 

On Saturday night, about ten o'clock, 
a freight train of forty-six cars, on ihi! 
Luke Shore railroad, a part of which 
were ladm with |)elroleiiiii, met with a 
serious disaster about three miles irom 
Brockton, one of tlie cars taking fire from 
some unknown cause, and bursting forth 
with such force ns to throw three or four 
others from the track. Tho coneii.-.sion 
was so great ns lo hurst tlii; tanks, and 
the uil was pnnred upon the track and 
into the frnticrs, flonding each side for a 
distfiiKTC of a thousand fei.-t or more. The 
bhiziiig oil nt once spread along the track, 
eommunicating with the cars laden with 
casks of crude oil. By well directed 
efforts the conductor of the train was 
enabled lo delaeli all but some twenty 
cars and relieve tbcm fiajin (laii;;fr, some 
of wdiicli were also laden with pctrnleuni 
The balance of tho train was entirely eoii- 
suraed by a fire of terrible intensity. As 
near as wo could ascertain, being on the 
spot at six o'clock in the morning, some 
twenty or more cars were entirely de- 
stroyed, together with some five or six 
hundred barrels of o'.l, and all the oIIht 
property on boartl that wa.s not saved iiy 
the timely efforts of those in charge of tho 
train, in extricating a portion of the cars 
on each side of tho lir(!. 

The fire sjircid with fearful r.ipidily 
along the track on each side for nearly a 
quarter of a mile, nn.i iiniil the oil 
reached the culvert and left the road, coii- 
snming in its woy fences, telegraph poles, 
and every other destructible article that 
came in its path. Indeed, the liquid fire 
spread with snch frightful rapidity that a 
Hlianiy occupied liy a poor woman somo 
distaiico from the scene (jf the disaster, 
was hi)i|ied up by tho flames with so little 
ceremony that the occupant barely 
cscajiod with her life. Tho debris of the 
wreck and that portion of the track upon 
whi(di tiic cars were consumed show the 
intensity of the lire. Ile:u'y rails and 
even car wheels were inelicd and bent in 
every .diape. The ties and rails of he 
track for a distance of several humlred 
feet arc so used up as to render it neces- 
sary lo replace them before tbo road can 
be operated there.
